around this locality was familiar ground 
to successive generations of the old Irish 
Party. 

Tim Harrington, one-time Lord Mayor 
of Dublin, and his witty brother Ned, 
used to make their headquarters in Tach- 
brook street. Close by William O’Brien 
had a house for a season or two in 
Grosvenor road, in the very centre of 
the area where the huge wall of water 
rushed in engulfing so many unfortunate 
victims. Other members too numerous to 
mention had their habitats in Denbigh 
street, Claverton road, Gloucester street, 
Sessborough Gardens—all appurtenant to 
Westminster for parliamentary purposes. 

Another group used to favour Clapham 
and Brixton because of their nightly 
service of trams, which enabled them to 
reach their ‘‘digs’’ comfortably and 
cheaply when they were kept late by all- 
night sittings. Thecloistered and sheltered 
streets abutting on Westminster 
vive nightly rest to many English and 
Scottish members, who have their per- 
manent homes in the country. 


The Northampton Election. 


Colonel Cecil L’Estrange Malone, M.P., 
who gained a seat for the Labour Party 
at the Northampton by-election yesterday, 
is a grandson of the ninth Earl of Scar- 
borough. He has family connections in 
Ireland. and sometimes visits the country. 
: | so He was. in _ fact, 

arrested at the open- 
ing meeting of the 
College Historical 
Society, Dublin, 
towards the end of 
1920, following a 
speech Ww h ic h he 
made at the Albert 
Hall. He was taken 
back to London, 
charged under 
“Dora,’’ and_ sen- 

i. tenced to six months' 
SES imprisonment. After 
Martone. his release he was 
deprived of his 
Order of the British 
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decoration of the 
Empire. 

Colonel Malone spent his early youth in 
the Roval Navy, and in 1912 flew one of 
the first twin-engined aeroplanes at Army 
manoeuvres. and was received by the King. 
During the Great War he became a 
Lieutenant-Colonel at the age of 27, and 
on Christmas Day, 1914. he commanded 
three Dover-Calais cross-Channel steamers 
carrying seaplanes in the raid on Cux- 
haven. 

At the Dardanelles he commanded 
H.M.S. Ben-my-Chree, and carried out a 
seanlane attack which resulted in the 
torpedoing of two Turkish ships. He was 
twice mentioned in despatches. and while 
commanding the Egypt and East Indies 
Seaplane Squadron later he received the 
Order of the Nile from the Khedive. He 
has also served on the War Staff at the 
Admiralty, and finally became first Air 
Representative on the Supreme War 
Council at Versailles and Air Attaché at 
the British Embassy at Paris. 


New “ Wireless” Wonders. 


Unlike most New Year _ prophecies, 
those which predicted important develop- 
ments in the use and application of wire- 
less, will, undoubtedly, come true. I am 
encouraged thus to prophesy by my 
knowledge of what young Professor J. L. 
Baird has up his sleeve. He is one of the 
most retiring geniuses of to-day, and, 
although his television and noctovision 
inventions caused a profound sensation 
when they were first announced, he has 
stepped quietly into the background—and 
the laboratory. He has made important 
and costly additions to his equipment, 
and during the past month or two has 
been carrying out. far-reaching experl- 
ments in connection with the transmis- 
sion of vision over long distances. and T 
gather that their results will shorly be 
made known. They will help to make 
history. Professor Baird. by the way, is 
another example of the man who might 
never have been famous had he not fol- 
lowed his own inclinations. At one time 
he was definitely launched upon a manu- 
facturing career in the West Indies; but 
he did not like the climate—or, rather, 
the climate did not like him—so he made 
his way home again, slipped once more 
into the unconventional sports coat and 
slippers in which he always works, and 
settled down to worry out the mysteries 
of television.

Water Colours. 


The rescue of a larg 
able water colour paintings by Turner 
from destruction in the recent floods at 
the Tate Gallery, London, recalls the fact 
that some time ago a very animated dis- 
cussion took place with reference to the 
preservation of the fine collection of water 
colours at South Kensington, which had 
been bequeathed by Sandley, Turner, 
Prout, Cox, Varley and others. The ques- 
tion at issue was mainly whether such 
works became deteriorated and liable to 
ultimate ruin by being hung in positions 
on which strong rays of sun shone day by 
day. One distinguished authority con- 
tended that such exposure caused the pig- 
ments to fade and the evanescent colours 
to lose*all their charm and eftect. 

Mr. Ruskin and others, however, 
quoted as holding quite a contrary opinion 
that great master proclaiming in print! 
that, “ properly taken care of, a water 
colour painting is safe for centuries,’’ and 
to-day the observation may be applied to 
the question that ‘‘ there is a good deal 
to be said on both sides.’’ It is sincerely 
to be hoped that the salvage operation at 
the Tate Gallery will have proved 
effective.

LONDON, Tuesday. 

The winter exhibition of the Royal 
Academy this year is devoted to a display 
of works by the late members of the 
Academy, such as Sir Luke Fildes, Mr. 
Mark Fisher, Mr. Ambrose McEvoy, Mr. 
J. W. North, Mr. F. Cayley Robinson, 
Sir J. J. Shannon and Mr. Solomon J. 
Solomon. The works of these deceased 
artists are well known, and many of the 
pictures exhibited are famous, such as 
“The Doctor’’ and a number of Sir J. J. 
Shannon’s magnificent portraits. 

The feature of the exhibition, however- 
is the collection of old masters which the 
late Lord Iveagh bequeathed to the nation 
as a permanent collection to be kept at 
Kenwood, Hampstead, and lent by the 
trustees of the late Earl. The collection 
includes sixty-three paintings, many of 
immense value and interest. They are 
shown in the great gallery, No. ó, and in 
the central hall adjoining, and every 
painting is shown to the utmost advantage 
by the method of hanging adopted by the 
committee. 

It would be difficult to mention all the 
paintings, but I may refer to some of the 
outstanding examples. There is a 
Rembrandt, formerly in the Lansdowne 
collection, “ Portrait of the Painter.’’ This 
shows the half-figure facing the spectator, 
holding a palette and brushes in the left 
hand: He wears a brown mantle, lined 
with fur, and a white cap. This was 
painted between 1660 and 1665. Another 
Rembrandt is “ Portrait of a Woman.” 
The -subject is a ‘three-quarter figure, 
standing. She wears a dark coat over an 
embroidered gown, with wide ruff lace, cap 
and cuffs and jewels. This magnificent 
picture came from the Lansdowne 
collection.

LADY HAMILTON. 

Nelson 's enchantress, Lady Hamilton, is 
shown in several paintings. There is one 
by Romney, “ The Spinstress,’’ a picture 
known to many people by its reproduction 
by Cheeseman. It is a full length, life 
size, with white drapery round the head, 
and a spinning wheel in front of the 
figure. There are three other portraits of 
Lady Hamilton, all by Romney. 

‘James Stuart, Duke of Richmond,” is 
a Van Dyck, from the collection of Lord 
de L’Isle. It is a half-figure, nearly full 
face, white vest, with lace 
collar and cuffs. Another Van Dyck is 
“ Henrietta of Lorraine,’’ formerly in the 
collection of King Charles I., the Duke oí 
Orleans and the Duke of Hamilton. This 
Is a gorgeous work of a great lady in black 
silk, over white brocade, resting her hand 
on the shoulder of a black page. 

Gainsborough is ‘represented by several 
works, such as George IV., when Prince of 
Wales—a bust portrait, the subject wear- 
ing a dark blue coat, buff waistcoat, white 
eravat and powdered hair. “Gomme, to 
Market,” by the same artist, came from 
the collection of the Earl of Avlesford, 
and depicts many country figures! in a 
wooded landscape. “Lady Brisco,”’ 
by Gainsborough, is a portrait of a beau- 
tiful woman, full length, standing in a 
Her hair is drassed very hich 
in the manner of the period, with a white 

feather, and she wears a white 
gown, trimmed with | gold. The 
eQlouring of this work is still well-nigh 
perfection. 

Another Gainsborough is Alar 
Countess Howe,” a full length. in pink 
satin, with lace and pearls. “The Right 
Hon. William Pitt,” by Gainsborough, is 
a three-quarter figure of the famous 
statesman, in blue coat and lace ruffles. 
Yet another ts ‘‘ Two shepherd boys with 
cogs fighting.” It is a fine study of the 
two beys—one is horrified at the struggle. 
snd the other, with an elfin face, is 
anxious that it shall continue. 

RUBENS AND SNYDERS. 
tubens and his wife,” formerly in the 
Aylesford collection, Is by Sir Peter Paul 
Rubens and Paul Snyders, and depicts the 
great artist as a man carrying a dead 
stag on his shoulder, with a basket of 
on his arm. Behind him stands a 
female figure in a red coat, bearing a 
basket tray oí fruit on her head. 
Snyders painted the fruit and game in this 
work, which is replete with detail and fine 
colouring. 

Franz Hals is represented by “ The 
man with the cane,’’ a portrait of Pieter 
van der Broeke, of Antwerp, the founder 
of Batavia 

One of Raeburn’s finest works in “ Nir 
George Sinclair, Bart., of Ulster, as a 
boy ” is included in tune collection. “It 
is of a fair-haired boy, wearing a rei 
jacket with a frilled collar, seated on a 
rock in a landscape. Francis Boucher is 
represented by some of his wonderful 
landscapes, and there is a ‘Turner- 
“Fishermen on a lee shore in squally 
weather ’’—in the characteristic style of 
the artist. 

One of the most attractive paintings is 
a French work by Hyacinthe Rigaud and 
Joseph Parrocel, showing ‘‘ Louis, Duc de 
Bourgogne, Dauphin,’’ a debonair figure. 
three-quarter length, in armour, with a 
battle scene in the background. Two 
hundred years old, this painting is as 
fresh as though it were the work of ves- 
terday. :

George Morland is represented from a 
painting formerly in the collection of the 
Karl of Cork, “ Landscape with figures at 
the door of an inn.” The signature of the 
artist has been painted on the signboard 
of the inn, which stands under a great 
oak tree, which also shelters a group of 
peasant® and animals. 

In “ Mrs. Jordan as Rosalind’ John 
Hoppner has one of his finest works pre- 
served. Mrs. Jordan, as Dorothy Bland. 
appeared on the stage in Dublin. 1777. 
before coming to London. She is depicted 
wearing Hussar uniform. It is siggested 
that this portrait may not be of Mrs. 
Jordan, however. but of a rival actress 
Mrs. Charlotte Goodall. | 

John Crome is represented by “ A Yar- 
mouth water frolic,’’ a picture which is 
full of animation and colour. 

There are no fewer than fifteen pictures 
by Sir Joshua Reynolds, including a por- 
trait of himself, painted for his intimate 
friend and biographer, Edmund Malone. 
(ther works include examples of Land- 
seer, Albert Cuyp, Sir Thomas Lawrence. 
Isaac van Ostade, Willen van de Velde, 
Jan Vermeer, Claude de Jongh and 
Giovanni Francesco Guardi. All . the 
paintings are in a wonderful state of pre- 
servation, and the nation is to be con- 
gratulated on the magnificent benefaction 
of the late Lord Iveagh, a gift which 
should attract many thousands of visitors 
to the Royal Academy, and later to Ken 
Wood, when the collection is installed in 
the fine gallery now being prepared by 
the trustees of Lord Iveagh’s will.

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DUBLIN STRAY 
DOGS, 
WORK OF THE GRAND 
CANAL HOME, 


ith, 
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The sight of a stray dog wandering the 
streets in search of food and ghelter is nothing 
unusual at any time, but just at this season 
it is Geplorably common. When the dog tax 
falls due many an owner decides that the sum 
demanded is far in excess of the value of his 
dog. and the dog gets his marching orders. In 


many cases the amount of the tax is a serious | 


consideration, but, if so, the Dublin Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
undertake to receive the unwanted dog, if 
possible find a home for him; otherwise he 
will be painlessly destroyed. 

lí all owners who were unable to keep their 
dogs would take advantage of the Societv’s 
ofier, it would be a merciful thing. As it ‘is, 
too many will not take the trouble to bring 
their dog to the Dogs’ Home at Grand Canal 
quay, but merely turn him adrift to fina 
another home—and that may be far ta seek. 
The cruelty involved in this deliberate stray- 
ing of dogs is a disgrace to any civilised 
country. The home he has to leave may be 
of the poorest, just a refuge from cold and 
wet and a place where he gets enough food to 
keep the life in him. But of all living 
creatures a dog is thankful for small mercies. 
In return for very littl he will give his 
owner an unquestioning devotion that much 
gold will not buy. 

THE TWO HOMES. 

The Dogs’ and Cats’ Home at Grand Canal 
quay, Dublin, is owned by the Dublin Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals (Incor- 
porated). That Society first started the 
project during .the year 1875, and although 
we learn from their report fer the vear 1881 
that the money for the Home had been 
collected, owing to the great difficulty in 
obtaining a site for the Home in the city it 
was not possible to open the Home until 
November, 1885, when the Home started to 
work. A yearly grant in aid of the working 
of the Dogs’ Home was then paid by the 
Dublin Corporation. 

The Cats’ Home, which was started on the 
Same site at the same time, was run under 
the personal care of Miss Alice Swifte, who 
undertook the maintenance of the Cats’ 
Home until her death in 1908. It was 
largely owing to Miss Swifte’s zeal 
that the funds for the Cats’ Home 
were collected, and a substantial bequest 
from her was left to maintain the Cats’ Home. 
The annual income from this bequest now is 
net enough to cover even half the running 
expenses of the Cats’ Home, and the balance 
has to he collected by voluntary subscriptions. 
When the Dogs Act, 1906, came into force it 
was necessary for the police to provide for 
the maintenance of stray dogs, and no further 
grants were received from the Dublin Corpora- 
tion. The police authorities decided that 
they would ask the Society to continue the 
management of the present Dogs’ Home in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act. 
The annual subsidy then agreed on has never 
been increased, and is not sufficient to cover 
the costs of upkeep of the Dogs’ Home, which 
has to depend upon voluntary contributions 
also for a large part of its income. The 
Society does not benefit by the proceeds of 
dogs sold and claimed, which are paid to 
the police. 

OBJECTS OF HOME. 

The Dogs’ Home exists primarily to receive 
stray dogs, which are kept for éight days to 
give the owners an opportunity of claiming 
them, and after that time they are sold or 
humanely destroyed. The public can bring 
stray dogs to the Home without charge, where 
they will be asked to sign a form stating 
their name and address and where the dog 
was found. Unwanted dogs can be surrendered 
to the Home, and, if possible, they will be 
sold. Dogs are also humanely destroyed in 
the Jethal chamber and chloroform boxes, and 
no charge is made for this service to poor 


pe! SONS. 


About fifty stray cats are brought to the 
Cats’ Home weekly, many of which are in a 
shocking state from mange and other skin 
diseases. When it is remembered that mange 
is infectious, it is obvious how important it is 
to have some place to which these poor 
creatures can be brought. As stray cats are 
able to climb into houses and ‘steal, they are 
more likely to be treated cruelly than dogs, 
and the Home, in taking them in and destrov- 
ing them humanely, saves them from a far 
worse fate. There is a messenger at the 
Home who will call and collect stray cats with 
a basket on request to the caretaker. 

During 1927 the number of dogs brought to 
the Home was 2,109, and the number of cats 
was 2,446. 

The Dogs’ Home ambulance can be obtained 
by telephoning to the Home to convey dogs 
injured in the street in the city, or to bring 
in wicked dogs who cannot be carried. 
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NINE YEARS’ SENTENCE 

ADDED TO BAD RECORD. 

(FROM (OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
CORK, Tuesday. 

Although he is only eighteen years of age, 
seven sentences to terms of imprisonment, 
amounting in all to thirteen years and nine 
months, have, during the last three years, 
been imposed on Thomas Genon, alias Joseph 
Douglas. This terrible ‘‘record’’ was re- 
vealed at Cork Circuit Court to-day when 
Genon nleaded guilty to an indictment charg- 
ing him with breaking into the dwelling- 
house of John Kiely, Killown, Blarney, on 
the 4th September last, and stealing a double- 
shotgun, six cartridges, and a 
number of other articles. 

The accused also pleaded guilty to a charge 
of criminal assault on a girl, and he was 
sentenced to five years’ penal servitude on 
the fermer charge and two years’ penal ser- 
vitude for the other offence. 

In passing sentence. Mr. Justice Kenny 
described the accused’s career of crune as the 
most melancholy record in his experience. 
‘‘Sentencing you to penal servitude,’’ he said 
to the prisoner, ‘‘is a very imperfect punish- 
for you.” The form which Genon’'s 
criminal activities had taken, he went on, had 
been alternately breaking and entering pre- 
mises aid: assaults on girls, either committing 
rape or intending :to commit it. When he 
was fifteen vears of age he started with sen- 
tences of three months and nine months. 
These had been followed by two further 
terms of imprisonment for three months and 
eighteen and in Limerick the pri- 
soner had been sentenced to seven years for 
rape, two years for robbery with violence, 
and two years for indecent assault on a girl

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| £44,000 ABATTOIR 
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DUBLIN PREMISES TO RE 
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From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

A loan of £44,000 has been sanctioned 
by the Free State Local Government 
Department for the purpose of recon- 
structing and extending the Municipal 
Abattoir in Dublin. Last November at 
the inquiry for a supplemental loan of 
£26,500 for the purpose cf bringing the 
total up to £44,000, Mr. Peter Dolan, 
Chief Veterinary Inspector to the Dublin 
Corporation, said that in the present con- 
dition of the abattoir the work of inspect- 
ing the carcases was very difficult on Mon- 
days -and Thursdays, the principal kill- 
ing days. Besides, he said, there is no 
separate place for dealing with diseased 
carcases, and there is’ no means of pre- 
venting diseased meat from coming in 
contact with the sound. Under present 
conditions there is a tremendous waste of 
labour and loss of time. It is virtually 
impossible properly to supervise the 
private slaughterhouses, scattered, as 
they are, all over the city. 

PRIVATE SLAUGHTERHOUSES, 

There are forty-six private slaughterhouses 
in Dublin, all of which are subject to inspec- 
tion by the officers of the Dublin Corporation. 
These are absolutely necessary at present, 
because the accommodation at the abattoir is 
inadequaie for the slaughtering necessary for 
the city’s wants. As Dr. M. J. Russell, the 
Dublin Medical Officer of Health, has pointed 
out, it is absolutely essential that meat should 
be handled in a hygienic manner, and there 
is no denying the fact that this could best be 
done at a public abattoir. 

Clearly the Dublin Corporation is looking 
forward to a time when, -with a sufficiently 
large municipal abattoir, it will be possible to 
proceed with the abolition of private slaughter- 
houses. Notwithstanding the recently sanc 
tioned loan for extending the abattoir, such 
an ideal state of affairs does not appear, for 
economic reasons, possible at present. Much, 
however, could be done to improve the con- 
ditions in private. slaughterhouses without a 
large expenditure. 

In the opinion of the Dublin Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, reason- 
able conditions of any system of slaughtering 
should be 

(1) That all animals should be quickly and, 
as far as possible, painlessly stunned 

rendered unconscious 
before blood is drawn. 

(2) That no animal be terrified by seeing 
another slaughtered or smelling its 
blood. 

KILLING ANIMALS. 

The first condition can be ensured by the 
use of a mechanical instrument known as a 
““humane killer.'” There are many types in 
use, but the one recommended by the Dublin 
Society for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
is known as the '“Cash ” captive bolt killer. 
This killer does not fire a bullet, the captive 
bolt being discharged by a. small blank 
cartridge. There is, therefore, no possible 
danger to the operator. 

Clause 9 (bh) of the Model By-laws of the 
Ministry of Health provides that— 

A person shall not in a slaughterhouse 
proceed to slaughter any animal until the 
same shall have been effectually stunned 
with a mechanically operated instrument. 

This clause has been adopted by many of 
the local authorities in England, including 
Plymouth, Portsmouth, the 
untv Council, Reading, Brighton, 
Eastbourne, Winchester, Swin- 
don, Salford, Wakefield, Manchester, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Sheftield and Leicester. 

TRAINED DEMONSTRATOR, 

A number of Dublin butchers are using 
humane killers now, and the Dublin Society 
for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals will be 
glad to supply. their ‘names to anyone who as 
interested. The Society has a trained 
demonstrator, who will visit butchers’ yards 
and give instruction in the use of the killer 
free of charge. All the butchers using the 
killer say that they find it most satisfac- 
tory, and the slaughtermen themselves have 
been delighted with it, and say in many 
cases that they would never return to the old 
method. 
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THE POLE-AXE. 

In slaughterhouses which have not adopted 
humane killing the pole-axe is used for large 
animals, but as its use requires strength, 
skill and nerve, many blows must of necessity 
be given by a novice, and even an expert 
frequently has to give the unfortunate animal 
flour or five blows before unconsciousness 
is. produced. Sheep are not stunned, but 
are stabbed in the throat and then their 
necks broken. This operation is usually 
carried on in full view of the survivors. 
Calves are not stunned. but merely stabbed 
and hung up to die. Bacon pigs are usually 
hoisted by a chain attached to the hind leg, 
from which the full weight of the animal 
hangs—it usually takes about thirty seconds 
from the time hoisting begins until the pig 
is stuck with a knife and about the 
time from ‘sticking ” until consciousness 
disappears. 

PRIMITIVE 

The slaughterhouses 
quently as primitive as the methods of 
Slaughter. Sometimes animals are kept over 
night in these places, which smell of blood 
and offal, suffering terror for many hours 
before their final despatch, thereby lowering 
the food value of the meat by the fevering 
of their blood, if not actually engendering 
human: disease. 

The humane killer recommended by the 
Dublin Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals is not attended with danger to 
the butcher or anyone near. Mr. Dolan, of 
the Dublin Corporation Veterinary Dejart- 
ment, in regard to this matter. told an 
lrish Times representative :— 

BIG IMPROVEMENT. 

I believe that the time is coming when 
all cattle and sheep will be killed by the 
humane killer, I think it is only right. 
There has been a big improvement in the 
amount of humane killing during the past 
Íew vears. continued, 
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There IS, : he 

‘nothing more effective than the pole axe, 
but it is subject to the human element, 
which may require more than one blow to be 
struck before an animal is _ killed. It is 
also subject to the axe being sharp. This is 
where the humane killer comes in.” 

Reporting to Miss Hillas, Hon. Secretary 
of the Dublin Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, a number of Dublin 
slaughtermen have expressed themselves well 
pleased with the ‘‘ Cash ’’ captive bolt killer. 
A leading pork butcher stated that pigs 
killed in this way bleed well, thus answering 
an objection sometimes raised by those who 
do not know how effective is this method of 
slaughtering. 

At Messrs. Hugh Doyle and Son, of Baggot 
street, and other centres in Dublin, I was 
told ‘‘ that it is a great improvement on the 
old method of slaughtering. It does not 
blacken the flesh in any shape or form, and 
three times as many animals can be kil'ed 
in a given time, as formerly.’’ 

SATISFACTORY METHOD. 

Satisfaction was also expressed with the 
killer by Mr. Muiiigan, of Messrs. H. 
Williams and Co., Ltd., the well-known 
general purveyors. Here I learnt that it 
prevented any loss of time, and did not re- 
sult in anv discolouration of the flesh. 

Messrs. Eastman, Ltd., .meat merchants, 
informed me that it was a satisfactory in- 
strument. ‘‘ It does its work far better than 
we anticipated, and I do not see why anyone 
should not adopt it for cattle,” said my in- 
formant. ‘‘ For cattle I think it is a step in 
the right direction,” he said. 

Mr. Reid, of Messrs. M. McDonogh and 
Co., Ltd., of Chatham street, said:-—‘ As 
far as my experience goes it Is a splendid 
idea both for men and beasts. There is no 
danger to the men, and because of the way 
it does its work it has my high approval. 


ENNISKILLEN FAIR. 
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A MARKED IMPROVEMENT. 


Despite the stormy morning there was a 
large fair in Enniskillen yesterday. A marked 
improvement in prices generally was noticed, 
particularly in the case of beef, which ad- 
vanced 5s. per cwt., the price being 40s. to 
42s. per cwt. There was also an improved 
demand for horses, which were much more in 
evidence than at ans fair during the a 
year. In the cattle fair springers were from 
£18 to £27 10s., one-year-olds £6 10s. to £9, 
two-year-olds £11 10s. to £16, three-year-olds 
£14 to £20, milking cows £16 to £25. Pigs 
were £3 to £3 10s. per pair. 


BELFAST POOR RATE. 
A DECREASE OF 8p. IN 
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A decrease in the Belfast poor rate trom 
2s. to ls. 9d. in the £ was foreshadowed 
by Mr. John Wilson, J.P., Chairman of 
the Finance Committee of the Belfast 
Board of Guardians yesterday, when 
making his annual Budget statement. 

The estimate showed that the gross general 
charges under the various heads of account 
amounted to £190,805, and for repayment of 
loans to £8,580, making the total 
‘‘habilities *’ for all purposes, £199,385. At 
3lst March next the credit halance ‘is esti- 
mated to he £9,320. The revenue from all 
sources other than councils for ihe peciod 
Is estimated at £6,000, making the total 
““means,” £15,320, thus leaving the cross 
amount required to make provision for all 
present commitments, £184,065. 

A SURPRISE. 

The adjustment by deduction of £17,300 
(being one-half cost of special relief under 
Section 13, Local Government (I.) Act, 1898. 
to be levied direct and refunded the 
Guardians by the Corporation) brings 
the amount of the Guardians’ pre- 
sent demand to £166,565. This sum 
calculated and apportioned according to 
the valuations on the hasis as legally fixed, 
makes the amounts as set forth in the de- 
mand from the three contributory county 
councils as follows :—County Antrim, £4.686: 
County Down, £4,715; County Borough of 
Belfast. £157,164: total, £166,565. 

Mr. Wilson said that, having regard to the 
increased cost of living. and taking into 
account the Board's present heavy responsi- 
bilities and their improved hospital arrange- 
ments, he thought it would he a surprise te 
most of the members to find that they were 
not heavily in debt, but that they were able 
to reduce their demand bv a substantial sum 
(£18,565) would be even more surprising.

LETTERKENNY, Tuesday. 

At Milford (County Donegal) District Court, 
Grace Rodden, a witness in an assault case, 
having given her direct evidence: in English 
to Mr. Wray, solicitor, began to speak in 
Irish when Mr Osborne, sclicitor, proceeded 
to cross-examine her.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Tuesday. 

At the banquet in honour of Mr. Lioyd 
George yesterday evening the Brazilian 
Minister for Foreign Afiairs, Dr. Manga- 
beira, proposed the toast of the evening. 

The Minister said :—‘‘ At a grave moment 
in history humanity was deeply impressed 
by one figure, a man who arose in the British 
Isles, who dominated the storms that war 
had unchained, and, amid the scurry and 
confusion of the time, overcame the in- 
decision which prevailed. In Great Britain 
liberty and justice had raised her strongest 
bulwark, aided by the light of centuries of 
truth. There, guarded by the seas, civilisa- 
tion had reared her loftiest belfry. She 
world, accustomed to find in Britain a school 
and workshop where there was always some- 
thing fresh to learn, has blessed the heroic 
blood which upheld its destinies. Among 
those worthy of its greatest admiration at 
has singled out one name—a name which, 
during those hours of stress, resounded 
throughout the British Empire and re- 
echoed throughout the universe—the name of 
Lloyd George. 

““ All Brazilian hearts,” he went on ' are 
unanimous in the hope and wish that the 
days—two few—of your well-earned holiday 
across the Atlantic, and of your visit to 
Brazil, may prove beneficial to you and your 
family. I raise my glass in your honour, 
and salute, with the greatest affection, you 
and your great country—you for what you 
are in England; England for what she is in 
the world—for the eminence you have 
reached in contemporary history.” 

MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S REPLY. 

Mr. Lloyd George expressed himself grate- 
ful for the brilliant and flattering terms in 
which the toast of his health had been 
moved, and the cordiality, with which it had 
been received. He ‘said .that’ he’ was pro- 
foundly stirred by the friendly welcome he 
had received. It was his second visit to 
this beautiful country. “He occupied no 
official position; he was a simple citizen of 
the world, who could only claim that he had 
done his utmost to serve his generation in 
its tasks and impulses. Above all, he ex- 
pressed his acknowledgment for the eloquent 
homage that the Brazilian Foreign Minister 
had paid to Great Britain, in her role as 
pioneer of liberal institutions and as cham- 
pion of liberty and justice. 

Never would it be forgotten that the 
British Empire and the Republic of Brazil 
had fought side by side in that tremendous 
conflict on behalf of those high ideals. He 
had had the honour of being the British 
Premier when Brazil risked her fate in the 
war bv coming in on the side of the Allies. 
trazil did not seek to launch her ship in the 
victorious current. She did it while the 
storm was yet high and the issue yet doubt- 
ful. The Alles were happy to have the aid 
of her brave sailors in policing the seas and 
in keeping open sea routes for the protectors 
of International Law. :

AMBASSADOR’S MOTOR 
ACCIDENT. | 


QUESTION OF DIPLOMATIC 
IMMUNITY. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Sir Esme Howard, the British Ambassador, 
made a statement to-day concerning the acci- 
dent of which Miss Beatrice May de Forest wag 
the victim. He said that he had offered every 
assistance to the de Forest family, and that 
if it were possible for him to waive diploma- 
tic immunity he would gladly do so. This, 
however, he said, could not be done withont 
departing from the AL liey of protection which 
had been accorded te diplomatists for over 
two centuries. 

His Excellency went ou to say that if he 
were called upon to pay a fine he would 
immediately ask Mr. Kellogg, Secretary of 
State, and his own Government for permi: 
sion to pay it, but he was of opinion ¢| 
such procedure would not be allowed. He 
admitted that he was in ignorance of the | 
governing driving cars by minors, and said 
that his son—it was his son, Mr. Henry 
Iloward, aged 14, who was driving—would 
nut be allowed to drive again until he had 
attained the legal age. 

It 1s noteworthy that, according to the pre 
lminary investigation conducted by the A 
sistant Traffic Director, Sir Esme Howard's 
Fingiish chauffeur was responsible for the 
accident on the ground that he was legally in 
charge of the car, as he was sitting next to 
the owner's son when the accident occurred. 

Note—Sir Esme Howard’s motor ear 
knocked down the girl, Beatrice de Forest, in 
Washington last Saturday. She was not 
seriously injured, In the United States 
Senate on Monday Senator Blease said that 
the law governing the driving of motor cars 
snould be enforced against Sir Esme, and 
that the plea of diplomatic immunity should 
not be allowed. 


PRINCESS’S LOST 
DIAMONDS.

A FOOTMAN’S STORY. 
PARIS, Tuesday, 

A curious story of the theft of a Princess's 
diamonds has been brought to hght by the 
arrest at Coimar of a man named Theiller, 
just as he was about to effect the sale of a 
dimond necklace composed of thirty gems, a 
valuable bracelet, aad some unset diamonds. 
Theiller stated that these jewels were handed 
to him in July by a man named Jerome 
Joseph Ortlieb, a footman, for the past two 
years in the service of the Princess De 
Broglie. 

The Paris police were informed, and have 
now arrested Ortlieb, who declares that it 
was in cleaning out a cupboard in June that 
he came upon. the jowallalll amongst some 
wireless coils. He states that at the time 
he was afraid’ of being accused of having 
hidden the valuables, consequently kept 
them, taking them to Alsace with him when 
he went on holidays, and handing them over 
to Theiller for sale. 

The Princess, it is stated, was not aware of 
the theft, which was only brought to her 
knowledge when the footman was arrested. 


GLOZEL CONTROVERSY. 


LIVELY INCIDENT AT THE 
COLLEGE DE FRANCE.

Meanwhile, the two Fradins—father and 
son—are coming to Paris to choose counsel 
to defend their honour, though whom they 
intend to prosecute, and on what grounds, 
are not yet disclosed.

ITS ADVANTAGES AND 
DISADVANTAGES. 


vv 


‘The Advantages and Disadvantages of 
Nursing,” was the title of a paper read last 
night by Miss Ruth Nicholls, Hon. Secretary 
of the lLrish Guild of Catholic Nurses, on the 
occasion of the fourth annual congress meet- 
ing of members of the nursing. profession, 
held in University College, Dublin. 

The nursing profession has disadvantages ; 
of course it has—Miss Nicholls said—for we 
who belong to it, and those with whom it 
brings us in contact are humans and not 
angels; but these disadvantages belong almost 
entirely to that tribe of their kind which 
either vanishes altogether or becomes ‘in 
large measure adjustable when considered in 
the healthy atmosphere and under the 
freshening breeze of common sense. 

Dealing first with the disadvantages of the 
profession, Miss Nicholls gaid that they 
ranged themselves under four heads 
spiritual, mental, physical and financial. It 
required a considerable amount of back-bone 
to enable the nurse to remain true to her 
religious principles—to refuse to compromis¢ 
when circumstances clashed with principles. 
The nurse owed it to herself to cultivate 
sensible, intelligent outside interests. The 
risk of physical over-strain must be avoided 
by a careful selection of the training school 
for the nurse by those responsible for the 
choice, and prompt and loyal obedience was 
due from the probationer nurse herself, not 
only to the letter of the hospital regulations, 
but to their spirit. To guard against the 
menace of poverty for the nurse who, through 
illness, accident or advancing years, finds 
herself faced with professional incapacity, 
organised effort was essential. An absolute 
necessity in the Irish nursing profession was 
a properly organised benefit or pension fund, 
on a contributory basis. 

In enumerating the advantages of the pro- 
fession, Miss Nicolls spoke first of the re- 
sponsibility entailed and the opportunity for 
developing such a capacity; the variety of 
fields for specialisation offered; the trust and 
confidence that was placed in her services; 
the friendships that are formed during her 
career, and the chance to combat evil, 

WOMAN'S PRIVILEGE. 

The Rev. H. Potter, C.SS.R.. M.C., said that 
the nursing profession made for greatness of 
character as no other. profession for women 
was capable of doing. The labour that 
summoned forth all that is best in a person, 
that served to develop, to elevate, to enrich 
all the fine points in a person’s character, was 
a source of wealth that positively helped to 
increase the value of the individual. The 
care of the sick and the suffering has always 
been regarded as woman’s privilege rather as 
her right. Her woman’s intuition of sym- 
pathy, of sacrifice, found its fullest expression 
in such work. 

Not the least of the advantages to nursing 
was the feeilng that one was always doing 
work that is worth while. What a genuine, 
honest feeling of satisfaction there is in that. 

Dr. Harold Quinlan spoke of the advan- 
tages included in the pleasant surroundings 
and interesting cases that sometimes fell to 
the lot of the nurse, the satisfaction in the 
feeling that she was a consolation to a suffer- 
ing patient—facts not to. be despised when 
one contemplated the monotony and tiresome 
atmosphere of some other walks of life. 

Amongst the disadvantages were the physi- 
cal strain, the long hours and. often very 
heavy work, the danger of infection, and, 
most important of all, the fact that in cases 
of illness or disability from old age the nurse 
is often poorly provided for. Suggestions had 
been made, Dr. Quinlan said, for arrange- 
ments as to nurses’ homes, sickness benefit 
and pensions. It would be a very wise thing 
if nurses got together, acting, perhaps, with 
others, and drew up a definite scheme as to 
how their requirements in this instance may 
be dealt with. A concrete proposal of some- 
thing definite is always more likely to be 
fruitful. 

A vote of thanks to the speakers was pro- 
posed by Miss A. M_ Fitzgerald, assistant 
matron and tutor sister of Cork Street Hos- 
pital, who said that there should be a re- 
creation hall in every hospital, a floor for 
dancing, a piano and wireless set. Relaxation 
and change of occupation could then be had. 
There should be more social intercourse be- 
tween the hospitals, inter-hospital games and 
competitions, and an annual reunion. | 

Miss N. Healy, Assistant Superintendent, 
Central Welfare Committee, seconded the vote 


of thanks. 
A PENSION SCHEME. 

Miss Mooney, Superintendent, Jubilee 
Nurses’ Institute, said that she did not see why 
the nurses should not start a pension scheme 
themselves. There are over four thousand 
nurses on the register. If each one put down 
£5 they would have a good sum to start 
with, and could get an expert s advice on the 
formation of a scheme. She herself was pre- 
pared to put down £20.

IRISH CRAFTSMANSHIP I 
GOLD AND SILVER. 
“4 + 
ADDRESS AT. CORK ROTARY 
CLUB. 

Mr. Barry M. Egan, T.D., one of the 
principals of Messrs. Egan, the well-known 
Cork jewellers, yesterday addressed the local 
branch of the Rotary Club on the progress 
of the gold and silversmith’s craft in Ireland. 
He began by showing that the craft already 
was an ancient one, with centuries of deve- 
when Tut-ankh-Amen reigned in 
Egypt. Discussing the case of Ireland, he 
said that in the seventeenth century Irish 
artificers in gold and silver were among the 
foremost in their craft. There were nume- 
rous examples of historical Irish plate which 
had emanated from their workshops, in Cork, 
Youghal, Galway, and Limerick. At that 
time the trade and those engaged in it were 
held in the highest esteem by reason of the 
artistic merit of their work. 

In the troubled period in Europe in the 
eighteenth century many Continental crafts- 
men were attracted to Cork, and their in- 
fluence on the work of.that period was to be 
seen in the design and execution of numerous 
examples, which were still preserved. By the 
vear 1850, however, not a single manufac- 
turer outside Dublin remained in existence in 
Ireland. Owing to the disastrous results of 
the famine year, and between 1853 and 1910, 
the only piece of silver manufactured in Cork 
was a model of Shandon Church, which was 
made for the Exhibition of 1884, and was 
afterwards on view at exhibitions in Phila- 
delphia, New Orleans, Cork (1902), and Saint 
].ouis. 

In 1910 the industry was revived in Cork 
to manufacture a silver mace for University 
College, Cork, at the request of Sir Bertram 
Windle, then President of the College. It 
continued to flourish from that time. 
The foundation of the success of “their work 
was in the designing shop, and the source of 
the supply to that shop was the Cork School 
of Art. The School, added Mr. Egan, had 
generously exerted itself to help that shop, 
and every apprentice in every workshop of 
theirs had benefited as a result of his experi- 
ence in the School.
